\'i.  AM  till  .Mrinhrrs  of  both  lluusrs,  howcvrr  iliffrrrni  ihrir  opinions  on  other  matters,  fully  uud  uaaaiuiously 
concurred  in  these  seiilinieiits. 

13.  In  order  to  carry  into  1  ifecl  llie.ie  numerous  promises  of  protection,  .support,  and  compensation  to  the  Anuricau 
Loyalists  who  had  hren  banishrd  from  tliiir  Connlry  and  de|irived  nf  their  Property  by  Acti  of  Attamder  and  Con- 
fiscalioii  nil  aiconiit  of  tlitir  exirtions,  in  endeaMinrin^  to  support  the  authority  ot  the  British  Goveromeut, 
an  .\(;'l  Ol"  I'.MILIA.MKN  T  was  passed  in  the  ■J.Jril  year  ol  His  .Majesty's  reinn,  chap  80,  appointing  Comoiisaioncrs 
"  for  inipnrins!  into  the  resprclivr  losses  and  services  of  all  such  person  and  persons  who  have  sulTered  in  their 
"  Rights,  I'loperties  and  I'rnfrssioiis  diirini!  the  late  unhappy  dissensions  in  America  in  conscijuence  of  their  Loyalty 
"  to   Ills  .Majesty,  and  atlachineiit  to  the  Untisli  (ioverninent." — 

11.  I'mlrr  this  Commission  Ihosr  /l"o  ixnii  l,oijuli>t»,  whose  Losses  arose  from  any  other  source  than  Debti  owing  to 
them  iiy  Ihr  Amiricans,  received  Compensation  at  that  lime  upon  the  Heporls  of  Ihe  t^oniuissionets  by  Votea  of  Parliament. 

15.  The  etpiulily  of  the  rii/ht  of  Ihe  present  CUiimunts  with  those  who  received  $uch  I'oinpentatian  ha$ 
nivrr  been  ijnestumed:  liiil  ih'v  wir  deprived  of  the  brnelil  of  that  Act  by  the  Commissioners  declining  to  examine 
their  (  laims,  by  onbr  of  (ioveniniriit,  ami  rrlrrriiii{  them  to  the  4tli  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace.  Thit 
rrferrnce  was  made  liy  those  in  Authority  from  an  opinion  that  those  Debts  were  recoverable  in  the  American 
<  ourts.  The  f.oifulisis  arrnrdinf;ly  rnilrav  oiirrd  In  rrniver  their  Debts  in  America.  Hut  they  found  this  altogether  iniprac- 
licalile;  iiianv  of  lluir  Drlii.n- havm;' In  in  loniprlled  to  pay  into  the  Treasuries  of  the  difl'ereul  Stales  in  which  they 
ri  sided,  the  .Sums  iliey  owed  'o  llir  l.oiinhyli  -trrinnl  by  the  Americans  Kefuifeet  and  Outlaws ;  and  such  Slates  had 
;:iveii  the  Debtors  full  and  complelr  ilijchartirs.  Others,  who  had  not  this  pretence,  refused  Payment.  None  of  the 
Courts  would  compel  it;  the  Mtainilrr  nf  tlir  Loijtilisl  liriiiK  adinittrd  as  a  bar  to  his  Action,  And  those  £oya/iii(i  who 
'.vent  to  America  to  endeavour  to  recnvrr  tiirir  I'lnperly,  on  the  faith  of  the  slipidalion  in  thetifth  Article  of  the  Treaty  for 
then  personal  security  Inr  Iwrlvr  mnnllis,  were  rvrii  imprisonrd  or  othervvise  maltreated.  T'hey  therefore  renewed  their 
applicaliuus  to  Ihe  Conimissioners;  but  with  no  better  success  than  before. 

16.  That  Board,  however,  in  their  Twi  It'lh  and  last  Hepoit,  '({ated  Ititli  May  1789  observe ;  "  \Vc  have  taken  oppor- 
"  tiniities  on  former  occasions  nf  statinii  the  reasons  which  induced  us  to  dee.line  inqmrim)  into  Debit  due  to  Ihe  Loynlists, 
And  ill  a  letter  dated  .Ird  of  March  ISI'J,  Irom  the  late  John  Wilinot  VU(|.  who  had  been  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Conimissiuners,  to  one  of  the  premnl  claimanls,  in  anstvrr  to  an  ajiplication  to  him  on  the  snbjrcV,  he  expressed  himself 
as  follows:  "  I  lemember  well  haviiii;  rniislanlly  ilei  hired  inystif,  and  frei|uenlly  the  other  Coiiiniissioners.  that  we 
**  did  Tint  think  nnrsrlves  jnstilied  in  inipiiriii;;  or  ^ninu  into  the  account  of  the  Debts  due  to  the  /Imrr/fnij  Xn_i/r//f'jifji; 
"  because  the  recovery  i.f  tlieiii  in  Slerlnn;  .Money  was  reserved  In  them  by  the  +th  .\rlicle  of  the  Treaty  nf  Peace  with 
"  Ihe  I  niled. Stales,  and  vvliirh  we  lould  not  suppose  that  our  (iovernmrnt  would  not  we  failhfullii  and  fiillij  ti\\u\\\\e{\  with. 
Ml.  .Marsh,  annther  ol  the  Ciiiiimissiiiners,  is  inivv  living;  he  has  ronlirmrd  Ihr  opiiiion  of  Mr  Wilinot  in  a  leller 
In  one  of  the  present  clainiant  .  dalrd  .'.'ilh  Jaiinniy  ISIIi,  in  Ihe  following  words:  "  1  perl'eelly  auric  in  llie  o|iiiiioii  mv
